order have been of two kinds. First, 
losses due to robbers and destine 
lion of property and demands For 
money, and 
second, losses d u e 
to lack 
ot 
labor, 
interruption 
or de 
struct ion of tin* systems of 
e nimnnieati m. siirh as rail 
way-« 
ai.d 
telegraphs, and 
1 ie absence of government 
in a great part of .Mexico. 
L o s s e s of the first kind are 
the 
more 
spectacular, 
but 
the s e c on d are uu»|uestion 
ablv the* greater. 
The l«»ss«*s of Americans 
in Mexico have been *sti 
mated at varying sums all 
of which 
ar e 
nothing hut 
guesses. 
Only ill tile state 
department at 
W ashington 
is there in existence an ac 
curate record 
>f what has 
been Miffered in tin* men* 
dest ru< tic »ii 
of 
A merlonn 
proport; 
ill 
Mexico. 
This 
record, 
remarkable 
in 
its 
completeness and detail, is 
kept 
highly 
confidential, 
and lias not been disclosed to anx one out 
side of tin* departmental service. 
It i> ad 
mittod by state departincnt officials that the 
losses nt Americans in Mexico have been verx 
great. 
Some idea of the extent of the \iuerican 
hisses may be aiTived at in another way. 
There were in tin* beginning of tin* uplieax 
ills in \le\i 
- mor e than one billion dollars, 
gold, of American money invested in Mexico. 
These investments wci'e cared for by thou 
winds of Americans. 
It 
is 
now estimated 
that one-third of the Americans Formerly in 
Mexico have left that country. It is n >t fair 
to assume that all tin* Americans who have 
fled from Mexico have lost all they owned 
there, but For-the present, at least, the ma 
jority of American properlio^ in that coun 
try represent a »lead loss. 
the state depart 
meni tor months lias been assisting destitute* 
American* by the hundreds to get out of 
Mexico. 
I here is a va-t deal of misconception in 
the I nited States regarding the reasons for 
and the <*ir< umstauccs ot the American losses 
in Mexico. 
The popular.idea is that Mexico 
and the residents ot 
.Mexico are suffering 
from “ civil w ar,” and that the American and 
other foreign !<»•>(>*. are only what is to he 
expected as tin* Fortunes of war. 
This idea is 
Far from the 1 ruth. 
The Americans who an* losing their pos 
sessions and incomes in M e x i c o arc the \ ic 
tims of a nation which has turned to robbing 
itself. 
I he revolution led by the late Francisco 
Madero bred again in Mexico a class if pro 
J( ssional bandits and thieves and brigands 
w ho have found it so easx in the last three 
years tn raid and rob and pillage and burn 
under the guise of “ revolution.** These men 
will not work and are in favor of no go\ 
eminent at all which purposes to interfere 
with 
their occupation. 
Pliey are rapidly 
draining the country 
of all its resources; 
they have already paralyzed industry through 
a great part of Mexico. 
lo understand something of what Ameri 
cans have endured in Mexico, it i> necessary 
to explain liovv the so-called “ rebels“ op­ 
erate. 
In any given locality sonic local man 
with a little m t o spirit and daring than his 
fellows procures arms and put them in the 
bands of whoever is willing to join him. They 
slip out, sometimes on horseback, sometimes 
afoot, and suddenly appear noon some ranch. 
Ten men with guns in their hands can 
make it uncomfortable for the owner of a 
ranch and hi* family. 
Suppose tliev demand 
money under penalty of death? Who is going 
to save the ranchman? To save his own life 
and the lives of hi* family lie gives tin* ma 
rauders what they demand and begs them 
to go away. 
Perhaps tin* bandits do go away, but t h e y 
seldom leave without helping themselves to 
w hatever is removable tiiat they desire, espe­ 
cially provisions, cattle, horses and arms. 
I bus. hv one stroke these ten men h a v e 
equipped themselves completely with pro­ 
visions, arms and money. 
With the raonev 
they can g 0 to the nearest town and plunge 
into a wild debauch. 
\\ hen the money is 
gone it i* simple to go to another ranch and 
perform tlie same trick all over again. 
Or tin* leader may he ambitious. 
With the 
equipment and the money obtained in one 
raid he can easily attract to his band of men 
who would rather live without working. Per­ 
haps he m ay assemble such a large party of 
desperadoes that lie can venture to attack a 
small village. 
I he few local police, or per­ 
haps the handful of federal soldiers, in the 
little towns have learned by experience that 


non resistance is the simplest c o ur s e , so tin* 
lighting seldom amounts to anything. 
( hie rea*on for tin* freedom with which 
these rebel hands are permitted to rob and 
burn i s the willingness of the av erage led era I 
soldier to become a rebel at the first oppor 
Utility. 
In the case • » I the larger hands, com 
prising several hundred men each, the major 
ltv i » I them are working for pay. These rebel 
leaders find their occupation sn profitable 
that th ey <*ati afford to pax < » 111 »»I their loot 
a daily w age to tlu* men who serve under 
t hem. 
The rebels pay daily ; the federal govern 
ment promises t « » pay monthly. 
The one of 
fers an ignorant peon hard service, poor too«I 
and probably no pay; the other hol ds out a 
free 
life in the open, pay once a day and 
no end of opportunity for good living and 
loot. 
It is no wonder, then, that many fed 
end detachments have inelt«*d away as soon 
as they approached the rebel hands they were 
“llp| >»)*«*< I t«> dest 1*i>\ . 
At first these hands were content with rob 
bing Mexican ranches and plantations, hut 
now in the districts where marauding has 
prevailed most of the Mexican property* own 
ers have all moved to the cities, leaving their 
ranches idle and unproductive, 
( onsequcnt 
Ix. the roving bands have ben obliged to turn 
more and more to properties owner by for 
eigners, xxitb the result that American losses 
are increasing and more and more Americans 
arc beseeching the consulates for aid in get 
ting- out of the country. 
Most American investments in Mexico are 
ii ranches, farms, mining prny>erties and oil 
fields. 
With regard to the mining and oil 
properties, the procedure is alw ays tin* same. 
T|ie camps are invaded by tie* rebels and the 
general manager, almost alw ays an Amer 
ican, 
is presented with a demand for, say, 
$o,(K)0 gold. 
11»* refuses. 
Then perhaps an 
attack is made and the safe in tlu* c o m p a n v ’s 
office broken open and its contents taken. 
I sualiv tlu* managers prefer to let llu* 
rebels work whatever «lestruction they t»l«*ase 
rather than risk a fight in which thev and a 
t«*\\ American assistants are hopelesslx* out­ 
numbered. 
Sometimes the rebels resort to 
kidnaping and holding the manager or some 
other responsible fierson for ransom. 
Fsual 
ly the company stmv F looted by llu* ma 
rauders. 
With t h<* tarins and rune lies tlu* procedure 
is quite similar. 
When federal troops arc 
-1 ati<>n<*< I to guard a particular property in 
Mexico, it is usual for them to levy an assess 
ment upon tlu* owner of tlu* property thus 
protected. 
Then the fédérais finally depart. 
Sooner or lat»*r along will come tlu* leader 
o! a rebel bund, 
llu* rnneh owner may pro 
t o t that In* has paid his assessment when 
tlu* loader demands protection money, 
lb* 
may show a receipt lor tlu* monev In* Inis 
paid. 
The answer is always tlu* same; That 
is fr»>m the government and xv<* d o n ’t r»*eng 
guze their receipts. W e control things around 
here, and vou must pay us if you want, to be 
protected. ’ ll tin* manager pay s he demands 
and receives a receipt, guaranteeing that n<» 
member of this particular band shall disturb 
his property. 
But this does not end the matter. 
In the 
majority »>i cases tlu* rebel leader informs 
the head of another hand that this particular 
ranchman has money. 
The second will then 
appear, ami tin* previous performance i* re­ 
peated. tlu* se<‘ >ml leader refusing to recog­ 
nise tlu* receipts of his predecessor. 
Some 
ranches have beep held up in this way as 
many as halt a dozen times. 
An attack upon 
tlu* rebels by ranchers is invariably answered 
by the burning of tlu* ranch buildings the 
next «lav night. 
Many mining com pa ni es and smelters have 
closed down their plants for indefinite pe 
riods.* h ik e 1b** larger randies, they have not 
only been held up for rnonex or supplies bv 
rebels, but have also lost their laborers to 
the rebels. 
Many crops have been lost be 
cause there was no one to gather them; many 
a rancher lias been rendered helpless because 
his cattle ami his horses have been stolen or 
killed. 
Pliere are millions if American dollars in 
vested in railroads in Mexico. 
The National 
railway is operated 
large! v on American 
Iunds. 
^ »*t today less than o<) per cent of the 
mileage of the National system is in opera 
tion. T h e Southern Pacific has 1,000 miles of 
railroad in tlu* state of Sonora alone, and only 
200 miles are in operation. 
Some of its lines 
have been completely built over, including 
both bridges and tracks, no less than three 
times since the disorders became prevalent. 
N e w York business men who have large 
interests in Mexico estimate that as a result 
of tlu* chaotic conditions which have existed 
m the republic since the resignation of Presi 
»lent P »rfirio Diaz not less than $10,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 represents the actual physical 
loss to American concerns. 
In addition there 
are the losses due to the partial or total ce*. 


sation ot business on account nf the Madero 
and Huerta revolution*. Those are estimated 
at not far tr*>ni $ 100,1 ИЮ,00() lip to the present 
time. 


I In* actual physical loss to other foreign 
business interests in tin* republic and the

rilen fifty million dollars more

I imM* men explained, however, that tlu* 
ligure* given are based on estimates oniv, 
then* being no way in xxhieh tlu* actual losses 
can be accurately told, certainly not at this 
time. 
As tor tlu* losses arising from tlu* im 
possibility 
ot 
transacting 
business which 
would have been carried on had the country 
net been constantly in the throes of révolu 
lion since Porfirio Diaz withdrew from th** 
pr<*sidoriey, this estimate also must necessa 
rily In* largely guesswork. 
Opinions differ 
very decidedly 
in tin* matter of the loss«-, 
ilu* ligures gixcri are averages **f nmn\' esli 
mates. 
Some New ^ <>rk 11»«*n whose interests 
in the Mexican republic an verv large take 
a more optimistic view of tlu* situation than 
others. 
As one of them said: 
It is all up in tlu* air. 
It any *»?h * can give 
even an approximate estimate of tin**«* les*»*** 
lie must he more than human. 
It is largely a 
matter ot gues*, no matter what anv one m av 
say. 
“ ih e territory comprised in tlu* republic 
i* so large and tin* interests of foreign and 
Mexican business men nr»* *o seaItere»I and 
<liv»*rsitie»| that no fairly a»vurate estimât«' 
oí 
the losses in dollars and cents can b»* 
mad*-. 
Individuals may or may not km»w 
what their particular lo-*»*> may 
b<>, but 
many ot them will in»t, for personal » » г b u si­ 
ness reasons, make *u»*li fa»*ts public. 
“ Tin* claims which may hereafter be made 
against tlu* Mexican government for losses 
by business interests will not gix’c an actual 
idea of how mu<*h nmney has been lost by 
ilu**«* 
confounded 
Mexican 
internal 
rows, 
which “«*em bound t«> take place just so often 
lilt hough Porfirio Diaz, with his mailed fist, 
had tilings in hand considerably better than 
<lul any 
*>t 
liin pr»*«l(*ccsbors and certainly 
much better than »*itlu*r Madero or Huerta.” 
The business enterprises which have siif 
fered most >evere|y sine«* Diaz gave up the 
reins of government have of course been tlu* 
railroads.^ 
J'heir equipment 
has been «I«* 
/r o v e d right and l**lt. 
The destruetion lias 
include«I tlu* burning ami total or partial 
wrecking of locomotives ami cars, both pas 
><*ng«*i and tivighl, <»l bridges, of buildings 
and tracks. 
Some of the m ads have been 
taken over by the federáis or rebels and op 
erat<*d alter a lash ion bx inexperienced men, 
anti the revenue derived from operation has 
been appropriated bv the partv in posse* 
«non. 
The mining companies, nearly all of them, 
have suffered heavily. F<>rtuna1ely not many 
of tlieir expensive buildings have l»«*en «1«* 
st roved, but there have been heavy losses 
through the neeessitv of «‘losing down flu* 
mines ow ing to the impossibilité of obtain 
ing labor, the 
employes 
being compelled 
either by tin* finierais «>r the revolutionists to 
take service in their armies. 
With the shut 
ting down of all work the mines in s o m e in 
“tances have been floo<l«*d, «*ausing heavv 
loss, aside from tlu* actual dam age to ma 
ehinery. 
I aradoxieal as it may seem, a few mining 
<M)iieerns have a« timlh made money, mon* 
especially of lut»-, by reason of tlu* revolution 
b«*«*ause of tlu* fact that и number «>f men in 
tlu* r»*b«*l аппу and some who served with 
the federáis have actually stopped fighting 
because it was impossible to 
feed or arm 
them. 
As a result ow ing to the neeessitv of 
obtaining money with which to buv foo«l some 
oi them« men have been compelled t<* work 
tor what»*ver wages the companies saw fit 
to pay, and in some <*a*»*> th«* wages have 
been lower than xv«*r«* paid before the révolu 
tion began. 
This condition «>f affairs has al so prevailed 
n tin* case of con«*erns operating sugar plan 
tat ions and a few factories, but in Hu* major 
ty of instances the works have Ь<*сц shut 
down, with the result that the m ach in en if 
not ruined completely has often been so dam 
aged through lack of care that it is little b«*t 
ter than old iron. 
Many concerns will b<* 
obliged t<> install new equipment when tlu* 
time arrives when it will be Rafe to begin 
operations again. 
( omrncreial Incises all oxer Mexico, and 
tlu*s<* inclinle Mexican as well as foreign 
firms have felt the grip of tlu* revolution in 
their business. 
If their sto«*ks of goods have 
not been looted by federáis or revolutionists 
or both and their buildings damaged in a«l 
uition their trade has fallen aw ay until there 
is little o f it left. 
Merchants have refined 
to replenish tlieir btuekb. knowing tiiat аду

The mysterious murder of Miss Florence 
T. Brown on the morning of July 28, in th<* 
real estate office of Robins on & Htvron ot 
Pallas, when* she was employed as stenogra 
I her, recall« the equally mysterious nnirdei 
of Mary Cecilia Rogers, the pretty cigar giF 
of New York City, who was murdered »»n the 
morning of Sunday, June 22, 1838, and about 
wliose case Edgar Allen Poe wove his story, 
“ The Mystery of Marie Roget.” 
Although the best detectives were erti 
ployed by the city <»f New’ A ork, and reward 
aggregating $fl,0(K) offered, the murder 01 
murderess of Mary Rogers was never appre 
bended and her murder yet remains a deep 
mystery. 
Detectives from noted detective agencies 
are now at work in an effort !<» apprehend 
the murderer of Miss 1 lorence 1 ' rown in Pal 
his and expect very soon to make an impor 
taut arrest. 
These detectives say if is one 
of the most daring and mysterious murders 
ever committed. \\ hile alone and just alter 
her arrival at the office of Robinson 
Sty 
ron Monday morning, July 28, Miss Brown 
was attacked, beaten about the bead and her 
throat cut. 
The murder was committed be 
tw een 8:10 and 9 o’clock a. m., a-- Miss Brown 
arrived at the office at 8*10 a. m. and her 


dead body, still warm, was found in the lava 
ton of the office at 9 o ’clock a. m. by en» 
ploves of the firm of Robinson & Styron. 
T he circumstances of the murder of Mary 
Rogers, the cigar girl of New York citv, were 
such as to attract wide attention. 
She was 
the daughter of a widow who in 1838 kept a 
boarding house at 121 Nassau street, I lie girl 
was engaged to be married to I »avid Pay ne, 
who boarded with her mother. She had for 
Mime time been employed in the cigar store 
of John Anderson at 319 321 Broadway, near 
Duane street opposite the ( ity hospital. An- 
derson lived at 155 Duane street. 
\lar\ V good looks and attractive manner 
dr»'\\ manv customers to the store. Asaeliron 
icier of that day expressed it, “ She was a 
ч cry handsome girl and her fame extended 
far and wide among the swells of the period, 
who were her constant customers,” 
After Pie bad been in the store for a 
year she suddenly disappeared and was gone 
for one week. 
All inquiries as to where*she 
had been were hushed up, it being given 
out that she had been visiting friends in the 
country. 
• 
On the morning of Sunday, June 22, 1898. 
Mary, wearing her best clothes, told her 
mother and Payne that she was going to 
church. 
She informed the latter that she 
might eall on a friend after church, and that 
if -he 
not at home by supper time be 
might eall for her. She did not return after 
the services. 
A heavv thunderstorm came 
up that evening and Payne, supposing the 
girl would remain all night at the house of 
her girl friend, did not eall for her. 
The nexl day she did not appear either at 
A n d e rs o n ’s shop or at her home, 
inquiry 
was m ade for lier at the home of her friend, 
but it was said she had not been there. Search 
wa made for lier, hut no one could he found 
who had seen her after she left her home. 
(in tlie third day her body was found in 
the Hudson river near what was then know 
as “ Sybils Cave,” in the vicinity of the Ely 
sian Fields, 
near Weehawken. 
The body 
bore mark- of ill treatment. 
She had been 
strangled b\ means of a piece of linen torn 
from her petticoat, which had been tied so 
deepl\ around her throat that it had sunk 
into the fie-li and was hidden from observa 
tion. 
The news of the murder was quickly ear 
ried to New York and aroused the town, (ten 
oral AY in field Scott, the Mexican war hen», 
had been one of Anderson s steady custom 
ers and bad given the name “ Solace” to a 
brand of tobacco which lie Пк»ч1 particularly 
well and which aided largely in making An­ 


derson’s fortune, and be wa**» one of the chief 
movers in the effort to discover the girl s 
murderer or murderers. 
Joined with him 
were such prominent men as General James 
Watson Webb and Mayor Aaron Clark and 
Sheriff Jacob Acker. 
The city offered at 
first a reward of $200 for the arrest and eon 
vietion of the murderers. 
With sums eon 
tributed by private persons the reward was 
later increased to $0,000. 
A woman who kept a road house in Wee­ 
h a w k e n tratified that on the Sunday when 
Mary disappeared a young woman aecom 
panied by a man of dark complexion had 
visited her establishment at 3 o ’clock in the 
afternoon and after remaining a short time 
h a d left, going in the direction of the Klvsian 
Fields. 
The girl wore a peculiar searf. 
Pater in the d a y a crowd <>f rough looking 
men came over from New York, stopped for 
a few minutes at the road bouse and then 
went in the direction taken by the girl and 
her companion. 
They returned well after 
dark and seemed to be excited and anxious to 
catch the ferry to New York. 
The woman 
testified Inter*that at 9 o’clock that night 
she heard the screams of a woman in the di 
reetion of the Klvsian Field«. 
After a few 
moments the screams suddenly ceased. 
When the body was found the woman iden 
tified it a*> that of the girl who had visited 
her place accompanied by the dark complex 
ioned man. 
A search of the Klvsian Fields 
resulted in the finding of the scarf worn by 
Mary when she was at the roadhouse. 
Suspicion was directed against several 
men. One of these was Anderson. 
Another 
was a man named Mannais. Nothing definite 
conld be proved against them. 
An omnibus 
driver told of having seen Marv and her com­ 
panion board a ferryboat to Weehawken on 
the New N ork side at 2:30 o ’clock in the after 
noon. 
Tie could n<»1 positively swear that 
either Anderson or Mannais was the man 
he saw with her. 
Payne was also included among those who 
were suspected of knowing something of the 
murder, but easily proved an alibi. 
A few 
days later lie committed suicide by taking 
laudanum. 
In bis pocket was found a letter 
saying la* could not live without the girl 
he had intended marrying and that through 
grief at lier mysterious murder he had de 
termined to take bis life. Suspicion was also 
attached to a rejected suitor, but he was 
later absolved from connection with the 
crime.

P H O T O G R A P H I N G SHELLS IN FLIGHT 
A 


8 a thousand pound projectile stuck 
its nose out of the muzzle of one of 
our twelve-inch mortars at historic 
old Fort Monroe, the fastest camera 
in the world clicked, and behold. 
T here was recorded a picture «»t the tiling 
as though it were stuck in the gun barrel and 
posed for the purpose. 
At a subsequent discharge of the gun the 
exposure was made a bund red thousandth ot 
a second later, and the projectile was hidden 
in the powder puff of smoke that immediately 
follows it from the gun. 
The camera (»aught a subsequent shot just 
a bit later and saw a thing that may he seen 
h\ no human eye. 
The projectile had come 
out of the -moke and was hurtling along at 
tie* rat«* of K()0 miles an hour. 
1 he fast cam 
era -topped it mid air and showed just how 
ii would have looked if eyes had been yjuick 
enough to see it. 
So ha- an additional demonstration been 
given of the superiority of mechanics over 
the human faculties in tin* separation ot these 
guns. Mortars are already capable of throw 
ing 100-pound shots five miles into the air 
and dropping them upon the deck of a ship 
20,000 yard- away. This ship i- ninety feet 
below the horizon, and can he seen by no eye 
nor telescope. 
The mortar cares not if the densest fog is 
upon the water. 
Being given the location, 
it automatically adjusts itself and, ten miles 
away, its destroy ing missile drops upon the 
unprotected «leek- of the biggest ot warships 
and destroys it. 
The ( ’oast Artillery’ school at Fort Monroe 
is juggling everv day with these wonders. 
The feats in photography are blit incidental 
to the school’s work. 
I hey are a thing that 
is here done for the first, time. Experts have 
found it necessary heretofore to imagine the 
] regress of the projectiles when impelled by 
200 pound- of the best smokeless powder. 
But iu-t now ('upturn Francis J. Behr ot the 
.•naM artillery corps has performed the mir 
Hole and the projectile- have been “ caught.” 
Experts state that Bohr's series of photo 
graphs is one of the greatest photographic 
feats ever accomplished. 
Besides a mint of 
knowledge and information that he has tur 
nished to ordnance and military science, he 
l as perfected a camera which takes a pic 
ture after one five thousandth of a second ex­ 
posure, 
Nothing which is tangible moves so 
quickly that Captain Be h r’« camera will not 
catch in its flight. 
Friable to determine just bow a projectile 
apt* a red when thrust from a gun, the ord 
nam*c experts ot both army and navy were 
greatlv hampered in their work of further 
ing their science. 
Fhe ( oa-t Artillery school 
at Fort Monroe, A a., was asked if it did not 
w i s h to experiment with the problem, t ap 
tain Behr decided to solve the mystery. He 
has a desire to see what no man has ever seen 
before 
how a steel shell appeared emerging 
from the mouth of a cannon. 
II«* solved the 
mvstery. 
v 
Tin* -oecial camera was hrst const meted. 
It looked no different from other cameras, 
avc that it was larger. A two inch lens, the 


finest that could be had, was obtained and 
accurately adjusted. 
A revolving shutter, 
worked by an electric motor speeding at a 
rate of several thousand revolutions per mill 
ute, \\a< then attached. 
Special sensitized 
plates were prepared and the camera was 
ready for work. 
A tins screen was set deep in the can no u. 
To this was attached a pair of wires. 
Hie 
lanyard was pulled and the powder fired. 
The -hell in its terrible rush broke the screen 
and this opened an electric current. 
I lie 
lightning liice shutters clicked over the pi<* 
tun* of a flying shell. 
When the negative 
had ben developed and the picture printed 
the projectile appeared to he suspended in 
midair. 
Before the desired result was obtained 
many shells and a great quantity of powder 
was expended. Failure after failure was en­ 
countered because the wire screen in the gun 
was not correctly placed. 
There were over 
exposures and underexposures. 1 ho first nic 
ture showed the shell to be nearly eight feet 
long. This was caused by the shell s moving 
twice its length during the exposure. 
The mortar is the mainstay <>t our coast 
defense. 
With it Captain Belir mad«* exten 
sive experiments. 
Before finishing the de­ 
fenses at the entrances of tin* Panama canal 
the war department wishes t<» know more re 
carding the action of the unique war im­ 
plement. 
It has been greatly perfected al­ 
ready’. 
^ 
, 
It can shoot over a high hill and nine times 
out often hit a target six or eight miles away. 
The mortar is not sighted; it is plotted. By 
trigonometry and tables worked out on exten 
sive experiments men stationed in towers, 
from which they can view the target, detei 
mine its position. 
From the result the eleva 
tion is determined and the gun properly 
pointed. 
A twelve-inch projectile is shown leaving 
flu* mortar at Fort Monroe, A a. 
Instead ot 
a hill it is firing over a high wall. 
The 
projectile which is seen leaving the gun, and 
and again in full flight, weighed 
1,924 
pounds. W hen the camera caught it the shell 
was traveling just 1300 feet per second. 
It 
made a great arc, high in the air, and do 
scondod with terrific I’«»roe, trom a height of 
five miles, upon the target. 
There has never 
been a warship so strongly built or heav ily 
armored that it could withstand the blow 
from a twelve inch mortar projectile. 
In many cases a ring of smoke is emitted 
from tiu* mouth of the gun before the shell 
is thrust out. 
Although composed of gas, 
this ring of smoko is as hard a- steel. 
If one 
could trv it, it would he found that to drive 
a knife through this ring would he impossi 
Tile. 
The knife would be hurled from the 
hand and thrown many feet in the air. Dur 
*ng a recent target practice at Fort Monroe 
otic of these rings ot smoke rose rapidly, 
twirling like a vortex and making a loud 
whistling sound. 
W hen several hundred feet 
high a seagull was drawn into it. 'The next 
instant a cloud of feathers flew out and a 
(leap gull dropped into the water. 
twelve-inch gun, or rifle, is not consid- 


ered as deadly as the mortar. 
It has prac 
tieally the same range 
‘.*0,000 yards’ —and 
fires the same projectile- but must move at a 
vastlv greater speed. It has a flat trajectory, 
while the mortar goes up in ihe air and drops 
upon tin* ship. 
Captain Bohr's photographs? of the twelve 
inch rifle in action show the position oi the 
projectile in the air. 
This twirls rapidly 
and is intended to strike the ship with its 
axis parallel to the earth's surface. The pro­ 
jectile shown in the picture was moving at 
a speed of 2,250 feet per second, or about 4»hi 
miles per hour. 
It was aimed at a targ«»t 
nearly ten miles away. 
Despite the great 
speed of the shell, it required nearly a mill 
ute for it to reach the target. 
Recent developments in photography’ have 
opened up a field of experimentation to army 
and navv officers in the science of ordance 
which has in the past been in absolute dark 
ness. 
Bee an so of long endeavors and by the 
process of elimination the gunnery experts 
have been able to do certain things with steel 
and powder. It has been a case of “ AVe know 
that it will do it, hut we know not why nor 
h ow .” 
It is the fondest hope ot the war depart 
ment that C’aptain Behr will succeed in un­ 
raveling more ordnance mysteries. The prob- 
,lem next to be tackled is: “ What does a 
twelve-inch sin'll do when it strikes armor; 
what and how does projectile in the air. This 
twirls rapotration, and what happens to the 
shell just after it explodes!” 
Captain Behr will soon ship his camera, 
with its electrical appliances, to either the 


im\ v proving ground at Indian Head, Md., or 
to tne Sandy Hook proving ground in New 
Jersey, where these fa«*ts will he determined. 
The camera will first he placed a few feet 
from the armor plate and off to one side. 
The projectile will open and close the shut­ 
ter by passing through a screen and releasing 
nil electric current. A series of these photo­ 
graphs is expected to clear up a mystery. 
There will be shown pictures of the shell 
just before it hits the armor, just as it strikes, 
just after it has entered the armor and after 
it has passed through. Pictures will als«) he 
taken of the bursting shells. 
There are many things about a flying shell 
that are unknown. 
It is a matter for con­ 
troversy as to whether after reaching the 
high point in its trajectory, the shell turns 
point downward and strikes at an angle, or 
always remains with its long anxis parallel 
to the earth’s surface. 
An armor-piercing projectile, with the 
hardest nose or point, will itself not pene­ 
trate armor. 
It must be capped with steel 
of the softest nature. This seems like a par­ 
adox, but there must be a reason for it. At 
present nobody knows the reason. 
Tt is de­ 
scribed by an interesting experiment. 
A 
needle can be driven into a block of oak if 
the needle is first driven through a cork. If 
an attempt is made to drive the needle into 
the wood without the supporting cork it will 
be shattered. 
It makes no «liffcrence wliat the shape of 
the soft metal may be except as to the fric­ 
tion on the shell while traveling through the 
air. 
It will penetrate steel armor just as 
surely if the point of the soft cap be flat 
or sharp. 
So men will see through the eye of the 
camera things that would have remained 
hidden forever, despite scientific research, 
and which may revolutionize the art of shell 
making. 
Thirty feet away from the armor 
plate the camera will show with mathemat­ 
ical precision by what process the modern 1 
high power shell plows its way through liar- 
vevized steel. 
Fragments of broken shell which failed to 
pierce the armor plate led ordnance expert* 
to expect great scientific discoveries. 
The 
negative showing pieces of a burst shell, 
1 5(»0th of a second after it has burst, will be 
worth its weight in gold. 
From it science 
may discover a way to make steel stronger. 
It may discover unknown defects in the mod­ 
ern hardening and tempering processes. 
Science is a strange master. Thousands 
have given their lives in its service. Science 
must know everything, no matter what the 
ultimate cost. 
Science is now clamoring to 
know whether a shell enters the plate revolv­ 
ing fiercely, or just plunges in and plows 
through. 
It has been commonly stated that a shell is 
legated red hot while crashing through a piece 
of armor plate. It has also been stated that 
a shell is made red hot because of the fric­ 
tion of the air. 
All of these apparently in 
significant points, it is hoped, will be cleared 
up by Captain Bohris photographs.

PR I L 14 was the anniversary of the 
disaster of the Titanic.'

aster that shocked the world and vet

evoked a thrill of pride at the heroism 
1 
of the passengers, both the men and 
the women. 
! hough many a graphic narrative 
has been printed of the sinking of the great 
steamship, special interest attaches to the forth­ 
coming publication of “ The Truth About the 
I itanic, 
written by ( olonel Archibald 1 . Gracie. 
Colonel Gracie spent the six month* follow­ 
ing the loss of the liner in writing his book and 
at the time of his death the book had been fin­ 
ished all but the last chapter, 
fie may there 
fore me considered the historian of this, one of 
the greatest calamities of modern times. 
Colonel Gracie, a* is well known, was a mem* 
her of an old N ew \ ork family. 
Me was born 
in Alabama. 
1 fis parents returned to the North 
when he was 4 years old. 
His father served as 
a general in the Confederate army and fell at 
the siege of Petersburg. 
Colonel Gracie was the 
fifth of the name in a direct line. 
Me was edu­ 
cated at St. Paul’s, C oncord. N. 
H., and was 
afterward graduated from W est Point! For vears 
he was an officer of the Seventh regiment of 
N ew York. 


Me retired from active business, devoting prac­ 
tically his entire time to historical research, and 
one of his volumes, “ The Truth About Chicka- 
mauga, 
which appeared a year before Ids death, 
caused -widespread comment and resulted in his 
appointment on 
the staff of the governor of 
Alabama. 


In preparing ins la -t work, -‘The Truth About 
the Titanic, 
Colonel Gracie did not rely 011 mere 
hearsay and his own personal experience, hut 
used every effort to obtain all his information 
from authentic sources. 
He wrote to every prom­ 
inent survivor whom he knew, and with but few 
exceptions received replies adding to the sum 
of accurate information. 


It i* probable that there is no account of the 
catastrophe which contains so many of the in 
timate details that give life and vividness to a 
narrative and none so full of personalities as the 
one which Colonel Gracie wrote. 
It is valuable 
especially on account of the acquaintance which 
he enjoyed 
with 
main 
prominent passengers 
whose jiames were on the tongue of e v e r y one 
at the time of the calamity. 
W ith no attempt 
at fine writing, the whole narrative i" simple and 
full of interest. 
Mere are some extracts from 
the h o o k : 


“ The day we left Southampton we witnessed 
the accident to the American liner New 
York 
lying at her pier, which happened when the dis­ 
placement of water by the gigantic ship Titanic 
caused a suction which pulled the smaller ship 
from her moorings, and nearly caused a collision. 
B y some this incident was looked upon as an ill 
omen, and I recall the comments which were 
made at the time. 


“ in speaking of this accident Mr. Isidor Straus, 
who stood beside me at the time, told me that it 
seemed only a few years since he had taken pas­ 
sage on the smaller ship, the New York, then 
on her maiden trip. 
1 he widc-snread comments 
on the perfection of this great Titanic recalled to 
Mr. Straus’s mind the fact that at the time of 
the launching of the N ew 
York, which now' 
looked a mere pigmy beside the colossal vessel 
we were on. she had been spoken of in the same 
complimentary terms as were now used in ref­ 
erence to the Titanic, being then referred to as 
‘the last vvord in shipbuilding.’ 
He then turned 
to his wife and called her attention to the won­ 
derful progress which had been ac hieved by man’s 
inventive mind, and the difference in our ideas 
as to the acme of perfection today and compara­ 
tively only a few years before. 


“ During the days which followed this accident 
was entirely eliminated from the minds of the 
passengers. 
The weather was ideal, and the days 
were spent by most of us in sightseeing in various 
parts of the vessel, in viewing the supposed safe­ 
ty appliances which had been added, in admiring 
and commenting on the new and unique con­ 
trivances for comfort, convenience and luxurv. 
So that on this memorable Sunday morning, 
April 14, this marvelous ship was conceded by 
all to be the perfection of shipbuilding. 
“ Each day the captain had improved on the 
speed of the preceding dav and prophesied that 
with continued fair weather we would rcacli our 
destination after a record-making trip for a maid­ 
en voyage. 
But his reckoning did not take into 
consideration that protean monster of the north­ 
ern seas which, before this, had been so fatal to 
the navigator’s calculations and which was to 
prove to the w'orld that the ‘unsinkable ship,' 
hich the English owners and builders had her­ 


alded with pride, was after all the invention of 
man And not invincible, 
“ I he pleasures and comforts which all of ns 
enjoyed upon this floating palace seemed almost 
too good to last w ithout some terrible retribution. 
I hat t’ is beautiful Sunday morning should be 
the final day of reckoning for most of those on 
board was the thought furthest from the mind 
of the least optimistic among its 
During this final day I saw much of Mr. and 
Mrs. Straus. 
In fact, we had been together al­ 
most continually each day. 
i vividly recall how 
happy they were iti anticipation of being able 
to •communicate by wireless with their son and 
his wife, who were on their way to Europe on 
the passing ship Amcrika. 
In the early evening 
thev told me with delight of having received 


b reply to their greeting. 
Again 
Mr. Straus 
spoke of the marvelous strides toward perfection 
for the convenience of tran* \tlantic travelers 
and laughingly 
remarked, ‘ If things continue 
there will be soon nothing more to lo<>k forward 
t«» in the wav of invention.’ 
How consoled in 
their grief must this son and daughter have felt 
when they realized that theirs had been the last 
message sent bv Mr. and Mrs. Straus to fheir 
loved ones. 
“ A s is usual among the men cm board, w e all 
gathered in the smoking room after dinner. How­ 
ever. I rctiied early to read a book. 
I cannot 
regard it as a mere coincidence that this partic­ 
ular boo k was an exciting tale of the sea and one 
which was recalled vividly, with its description 
of shipwreck, during my hardships of the next 
forty-eight 
hours. 
Drowsiness 
overcame 
me 
while reading and I retired early, so that I had 
nearly three hours of invigorating sl eep before 
the accident occurred, whereas had the accident 
occurred on anv **f the previous days of our v o y ­ 
age I would have been both mentally and phys­ 
ically tired. 
1 hat J was thus strengthened foi 
the terrible ordeal, far better than had I been 
forewarned of it. I regard as the first provision 
for my safety. 
“ I |\as aroused by a sudden shock and noise, 
which seemed to be forward on the starboard 
side, and ! at once concluded it must be caused 
by collision with another ship, a submerged rock 
or other obstruction. 
The thought of an iceberg 
did not enter mv 
mind. 
I jumped from bed, 
turned on the electric light, glanced at my watch, 
which had been set to agree with the ship’s time, 
and which now registered 12 o ’clock! 
"< )pening the door and looking into the cor­ 
ridor i could neither see nor hear anything un­ 
usual. 
1’here was no commotion whatsoever 
although 
immediately 
following 
the 
collision 
came the hissing sound of escaping steam. 
I lis 
tened intently, hut could hear no noise from the 
machine! \ ; but there was no mistaking the fact 
that something was wrong, because the ship had 
stopped and was blowing off steam. 
Intuition, as it is called, had never been one 
of my mental attributes, but call it what you may, 
some unforseen force prompted me to get into 
my clothes. 
However, I saw no urgent neces­ 
sity for making a hurried toilet and 
t o o k the 
usual time in dressing. 
I give these details in 
order that some .conception may be had of the 
time which elapsed between my awakening and 
when I left my stateroom. 
“ The distance from my cabin through the cor­ 
ridor to tht. stairway was short and 1 ascended 
by the elevator to the third deck above, com ­ 
monly called the boat deck. 
Here 
[ found a 
y oung lad seemingly bent upon the same quest 
as myself. 
He joined me and from the first 
cabin quarter 
forward 
on 
the 
port 
side 
we 
strained our eyes to discover what had struck 
11s. 
There were no lifeboats on this deck to ob­ 
struct our view and we swept the horizon near 
and far for a sight of the object which might 
ha\ e ( aused the disturbance, but 111 vain 
“ It was a beautiful night, cloudless, the stars 
shining brightly. 
The atmosphere 
was 
quite 
cold, but no ice or iceberg was in sight. 
If an­ 
other ship had struck us there was no trace of 
it and it did not occur to me that it was an ice­ 
berg with which we had collided. 
Not satisfied 
with this partial investigation, I made a com­ 
plete tour of the deck, searching every point of 
the compass with my eye. 
Going toward the 
stern I vaulted over the iron fence that divided 
the first and second cabin passengers. 
1 looked 
about me, toward the officers’ quarters, in ex 
pectation of being challenged for non-observance 
of rules. 
In view of the collision I had expected 
to ese some of the ship’s officers on the boat 
deck, but there was no sign of one anywhere and 
there was no one from whom I could obtain anv 
information, 
“ I had passed Mr. Ismav with a number of 
the crew hurrying to the stairway. 
He wore a 


day suit and was hatless. 
He >cemed tin» much 
prt-occupied t" notice anyone. 
’Therefore I did 
not speak to him, but regarded hi* face very 
closely, perchance to learn from his manner how 
srrioii" the accident might he. 
It occurred to me 
that he was putting on a brave face «* as t<> 
cause no alarm among the passengers 
\t the foot of the stairway were a numbei «>r 
ineti passengers and now for the 
first time 
I 
discovered that others were aroused .1^ well a*- 
rnyself, among them 
m\ friend ( linch Smith, 
from whom I first learned that an iceberg had 
struck U". 
< )ld sailors toll ii" that not for fiftv 
years had >0 great a mass of icebergs been at 
this time of the year 
1 far south. 
He opened 
his hand and showed me some ice, flat like tm 
watch, and coolly suggested that I might take 
some home a* a souvenir. 
“ While w e stood there the stot v of the col 
lision came to us 
how someone in the smoking 
room rushed out, when "he struck, and told them 
he had a glimpse of an iceberg towering hit\ 
feet above Deck A, which if true, would indicate 
a height of over 100 feet. 
Here »<><> f learned that 
the mail room was flooded, and that the pluck\ 
postal clerks, 111 two feet of water, were at then 
posts. 
They were engaged in transferring to the 
tipper deck, from the ship's pustoffice, the 200 
bag" of registered mail of 400.000 letters. 
The 
names of these men. who all sank with the ship, 
deserve to be recorded. 
They were Janies S. 
Marsh, William 
L. Gwynn, < >scar 5s 
Woody, 
lago Smith and f 
I). Williamson 
It was now the band began to plav and con­ 
tinued while tin boat* were being lowered. 
W < 
considered this a wise provision, tending to al 
lay excitement. 
1 did not recognize anv of the 
tunes, but they were all cheerful ones. 
If, a* 
ha" been reported, ‘ Nearer, My God. to 
T h e e ’ 
was one of the selections, I assuredly did not 
hear it. and I know I would have noticed it and 
regarded it as a tactless warning o f an imme­ 
diate death to us all and one likely to create a 
panic, which it wa s our special plan t<> avoid. 
“ Our hopes were buoyed with the information 
imparted by the ship’s officers that there had 
been an interchange of wireless messages with 
passing ship*, one of which was certainly com 
mg to our rescue. 
Colonel 
V t o r heaid me tell 
mg this to some ladies who were beside me, 
and I pointed out to them a light which seemed 
about five miles away 
He a ked me to show 
him the light and I did ■•». 
In doing so we both 
Had to lean over th< 
rail of the ship and look 
close in toward the bow to avoid a lifeboat which 
was even then being mad» ready tor launching. 
“ But instead of growing brighter the light 
grew 
dim and 
Jess distinct and passed aw av 
altogether. 
This light, a* 
I afterward learned 
with tearful regret, wa* the steamer 1 alifornia 
of the I .eland line and had she come to Us then 
all on board might have been saved 
“ This was the ship from which two of flu- 
six ice messages were sent. 
The first one, re 
reived and acknowledged by the Titanic, was at 
7:30 p. m. 
The next was about 11 p. m,, when 
the captain of the < alifornia saw; a ship ap 
proaching from the eastward which he took to 
be tlir 'Titanic, and under his orders this message 
was sent: 
‘W e are stopped and surrounded 
by ice.’ 
T o this the 'Titanic wireless operator 
brusquely replied, ‘Shut up! 
I am busy. 
I am 
working Cape Race.’ 
“ Eroin my own conclusions and those 01 others 
it appeared that about forty-five minutes had 
elapsed since the collision when Captain Smith’s 
orders were transmitted to the crew to order the 
lifeboats loaded with women and children fit ,t 
The self-abnegation of Mr. and Mrs. Strati- here 
shone forth heroically 
when *he promptly and 
emphatically exclaimed. ‘ No. 1 will not be sep 
a rated from my husband; as we have lived, so 
will we die together,’ and when he too refused 
the proffered assistance into a lifeboat, which f 
earnestly solicited him to enter, urging his age 
and helplessness, which should make him an ex 
ception. 
“ ‘ No,’ he answered, ‘ 1 do not wish anv e . 
eeptions made in my favor, and n<> priv ilege- not 
granted to others.' 
“ As nearly as I can recall tin < 
were their 
last words to me. 
T hey expressed themselves 
as fully prepared to die and calmly sat down in 
steamer chairs on the glass-enclosed 
Deck 
\ 
prepared to meet their fate. 
“ The second officer, Eightoller, was in com 
mand on the port side forward, where f 
wa s . 
One of hi* feet was on the rail of Deck A, while 
we, through the wooden frames of the lowered 
glass window s on this deck, passed the women, 
children and babies in rapid succession without 
any confusion whatsoever. 
A m o n g this number 
was Mrs. Astor, whom 1 lilted over the four feet 


high r.til of the ship and through 'hr frame. 
TTer 
Hi.sbitnd held her left arm a1 hr carefully pas«e I 
her to ! tgfi toller, wlu> seated her in a boat 
“ A dialogue now ensued between C olonel A 
tor and the officer, every word o f which I 1* 
tened to with intense interest, as Astor wa" ( lose 
!(» me in 'he adjoining frame 
le a n in g ewei he 
a ked permission of the officer to enter the b o lt 
to protect hi* wife, which, in view of brr deh 
cate condition, was a reasonable request; blit 
the officer, intent upon hi* duty and paving no 
attention t(* who the speaker might hr. replied. 
No, sir. no men are allowed in the-e boats until 
flic women are loaded first.’ 
('olonel Astor en­ 
tered no pi c*test but bore the refusal bravelv 
and resignedly', simply' asking the officer the 
number of the boat < No. 5) so that he could help 
to find hi* wife it he were afterward rescued. 
“ Nothing more was said between them* 
C olo­ 
nel 
A s t o r moved avvav* from this point and 1 
never savv him again. 
I do not f**r a moment 
credit 
the report 
that be attempted to enter, 
or did enter a boat and it was evident that, if 
any such thought had entered his head at all 
it was only to insure gTeater safety to his wife. 
It was only through me that Colonel Astor’’ 
identity was established. 
The simple statement 
that all of the first cabin women were sent off 
»n lifeboat" am! saved, except five w ho met heroic 
deaths through choice or l*v some mischance, is 
in itself the most sublime tribute that could be 
paid to the elf sacrifice and gallantry of the first 
cabin men. including all the grand heroes who 
sank with the ship and those of tis who survived 
their fate. 
“ Ml authentic testimony of both first and -sec 
ond cabin passengers is also an evidence that 
the captain’s orders for women and children to 
he loaded first met with the unanimous approval 
of us all, and in every instance was carried out 
both in letter and in spirit, 
in Second ( )fficer 
Lightoller’s testimony before the senate com ­ 
mitter when asked whether the captain's order 
w.is .1 rule ot the sea, he answered, ‘ It »s the rule 
of human nature,* 
“ \ boat was being made readv to put off, but 
theie was some little hitch. 
A great wave came 
toward us. and in trying to dodge this boat which 
was swinging toward me I grabbed the railing 
on the deck. 
V\ hen the w ave hit me and after 
"••me of its force was spent I loosened mv hold 
and v\;i" s w e p t overboard on tins wave, and vva* 
pulled fully twenty five feet under water bv the 
uction. 
Euckilv I was not injured when I rame 
f(* the surface.

1 immediately, after coming to fhc surface

To this 1 tried to cling, but 
was thrown off bv the force of the water.

man whose name 1 did not discover w a s clinging 
to some wreckage nearby and we made for u 
raft which we saw and clung to side bv side 1111 
ril we finallv succeeded in obtaining .1 place of 
safety on the top of this raft. 
W hen the dawn 
came 
we discovered 
thirty others 
who 
were 
standing knee deep in the icy water on this raft 
all afraid to look either to the right or left for 
fear of upsetting the raft. 


“ The hours that intervened between that time 
and when the ( arpathia picked u< up were never 
to be forgotten o n e s of agony and au.xietv. 
“ M v being drawn down to a greater depth 
bv suction was prevented, Î think, by the life 
preserver which T wore. 
W hen mv head came 
above water, I remember swimm ing a*» bard as 
I could away from the boat, until t found thi* 
piece of wreckage. 
W hen I looked abmit me. 
after having reached this goal, there 
was no 
Titanic in sight. 
“ The length of time that Î wa« tinder the water 
m av be estimated in this manner. 
W hen I wa« 
washed from the deck, and drawn down perhap« 
twenty five feet, I c a m e to the surface and swain 
for wdiat seemed a long time, but was in realitv 
only a minute or two. 
W hen Î looked back, the 
>nlv indication that this wonderful ‘Queen of 
the Sea 
had ever existed, and that the sea had 
now swallowed her up, with all her precious hu 
man lives and earthly goods, wan a slight gulp 
behind me as the water closed oxer her.”

INDIAN RAIDS IN TEXAS 
By Col Acie Sooner 


Bigfoot W allace, 


My story of “ Tn«lian Raids in Texas,” 
which appeared in An trust Magazine Soc- 
tion, was concluded with hrief reminiscences 
of Hitr Pont Wallace, the old Texas pioneer, 
hunter and Indian fighter. Colonel Wallace 
died a tew years ago on his ranch near San 
Antonio, Texas. 
I will continue these retni 
nisconces hv relating how Colonel Wallace 
fought a hand to hand fight with a hij^ In­ 
dian near the head waters of the Llano river. 
1 am indebted to John C. Duval. author of the 
only authontticftted history of the life of 
Colonel Wallace, for the incidents herein re­ 
counted. 
“ Well, 
how was it, Big Foot,” i asked, 
“ about the fight you had with the big In­ 
dian in the canyon?” 
*4The fact is, sir,” said he, “ 1 caught a 
tremendous cold last, night, and I'm so hoarse 
now I can hardly talk at all. 
I ’ve got this 
cabin chinked entirely too tight (looking 
around al the cracks, through which the stars 
could he si‘(*n twinkling in every direction), 
and I shall have to knock out some of the 
‘daubin,’ 
Nothing like a tight room to give 
a man a cold. When I went on to the ‘states' 
l ise or six years ago, I had a cold constantlly 
from sleeping in rooms that were as tight as 
a bottle. People want, a supply of fresh air 
just as much as the\ d<> their regular meals, 
and occasionally something to clear the cob 
webs out of their throats.” 
“ In the fall of ‘42,” continued Big Foot, 
*4the Indians were worse on the frontiers 
than tliev had ever been before, or sinee. Von 
couldn’t stake a horse out at night with any 
expectation of finding him the next morning, 
and a fellow's scalp w asn’t safe on his head 
five minutes, outside of his own shanty. The 
people on the frontier« at last eame to the 
conclusion that something had to he done, or 
else thev would he compelled to fall hack on 
the ‘settlements,’ which, you know, would 
have been reversing the natural order of 
things. 
So we collected together by agree­ 
ment at my ranch, organized a company of 
about forty men, and tin* next time the Tn 
dians came down from the mountains (and 
we h a d n ’t long to wait for them) we took 
the trail, determined to follow as long as 
our horses would hold out. 
“ The trail led us up toward the head 
waters of the Llano, and the third day out, I 
noticed a great many ‘signal smokes’ rising 
up a long way off in the direction we were 
traveling. 
These ‘signal smokes’ are very 
curious things anyhow. 
You will see them 
rise up in a straight column (no m atter how 
hard the wind may Is* blowing) and after 
reaching a great height, they will spread out 
fit the top like an umbrella, and then, in a 
minute or so, puff! They are all gone in the 
twinkling of an eye. 
How tin* Indians make 
them, 1 never could learn, and f have often 
asked old frontiersmen if they could tell me, 
hut none of them could ever give me any in 
formation on the subject. 
Kven the white 
men who have been captured by the Indians, 
and lived with them for years, never learned 
how these ‘signal -smokes’ were made. 
“ Well, a> I was saying, on the third day 
out we found Indian ‘signs' as plentiful as 
pig tracks around a com crib, and 1 told the 
captain he would have to move very cau­ 
tiously, or we would be apt to find ourselves 
hefort long in a hornet’s nest. That night we 
camped at a ‘water hole,* and put out a 
double guard. 
Just before the sun went 
dow it, 1 had noticed a smoke, apparently 
al nut three mil«** to the northeast of us, and 
f« t satisfied that there was a party of in 
dians encamped at that place. 
So 1 went to 
the eaptaiu and told him, it lie would give me 
leave to do -o. I would get up all hour or two 
before daylight and reoonnoiter the position, 
and kmd out wl ether there were any Indians 
there or not, and it so to what tribe they he 
longed, what was their number, ete. 
lie was 
willing enough to let me go, and told the 
guard' to pass me out whenever 1 wanted to 
I wax e. 
“ 1 whetted up ‘Old Butcher’ a little, ram 
med two bullets down the throat of ‘Sweet 
Lips.* and about t wo hour« before daylight 
I left camp, and starlet! off in the direction 
of ‘la* smoke F had seen the evening before. 
The chaj paral, in some place*, was as thick 
a- the hair on a d o g ’- hack, hut I ‘scuffled’ 
through it in the dark and after traveling 
l»erhaps a mile ami a half, I eame to a deep 
canyon that seemed to head up in the dirce 
tiori T had seen tlio smoke. 
I scrambled down 
into it ami waited until day began to break, 
and then slowly and eautioush continued my 
course along the bottom of the canon. 
The 
canyon was very crooked and in some places 
Ku narrow that there was hardly room enough 
in it for two men to travel abreast. At length 


1 came to a place where it made a sudden 
bend to the left and just a* I turned the 
corner 1 came plump up against a big Indian, 
who was coming down the canyon, I suppose, 
with the intention of spying out our camp. 
We were both stooping down when we met, 
and our heads came together with consider­ 
able force, and the Indian rolled one way and 
! the other. 
Both rose about the same time, 
and so unexpected was the encounter, that we 
stood for a moment uncertain what to do, 
and glaring upon each other like two cata 
mounts when thev an* about to dispute the 
carcass of a dea«) deer. 
The Indian had a 
gun a« well as I, hut we were too close to 
eaeh other to shoot, and it seemed we both 
came to the same conclusion as to what was 
best to f>e done at. the same instant, for we 
dropped our rifles, and grappled each other 
without saying a word. 
“ You see, boys, T am a pretty stout man 
vet, hut in those days, witnont meaning to 
brag, I d o n ’t believe there was n white man 
west of the Colorado river that could stand 
up against me in a regular catamount, bear 
hug. hand to hand fight, 
But the minute I 
‘hefted’ that Indian 1 knew I had under­ 
taken a job that would bring the sweat from 
me (and mavbe so, T thought, a little blood, 
too), before it was satisfactorily finished, lb* 
was nearly as tall as I am, say six feet one or 
two inches, would weigh, I suppose, about 
1 To pounds net, for he had no clothes on 
w o r tm e n tio n in g . 
T had the advantage of 
him in weight, hut he was as wirv and active 
as a cat. and a* slick as an eel, and no wonder 
cither, for he wn< greased from head to foot 
with bear’s oil. At it we went, ill rigtit down 
earnest, without a word being spoken by 
either of us, first up one side of the canyon, 
then down in the bottom, then up the other 
aide, and the dust and gravel flow* in such 
a way that if anyone had been passing along 
the hank above they would have supposed 
that a small whirlwind was raging below. 
I 
was a little the stronger of the two, however’, 
and whenever we rose to our feet, f could 
throw the Indian easily enough, but the mo 
ment he touched tin* ground, the ‘v arm in t’ 
would give himself a sort of a squirm, like a 
badger, and pop right up on top of me, and 
I couldn’t hold him -still a moment, lie was 
so slick with b e a r’s grease. Each fcf us was 
trying to draw his butcher knife from the 
sheath all the time, but we kept each other 
mi busy, neither could get a chance to do it. 
“ At. last 1 found that my breath began to 
fail me and came to the conclusion, if some 
thing wasn’t done pretty miod, I should ‘have 
my scalp taken’ to a certainty, for the Indian 
was a lobo wolf and was getting better the 
longer lie fought. So, thi* next time we rose, 
I put out all the strength I had left in me, 
and gave him a ‘hack handed trip ’ that 
brought his head with great force against a 
sharp-pointed rock above the ground. 
He 
was completely stunned l»y tin* shock for an 
instant, and before he fairly came to, 1 
snatched my knife from the sheath, and drove 
it with all my strength up to the hilt in his 
body. 
The moment lie felt the cold steel he 
threw no* off of him as if I had been a ten 
year-old box', sprang upon me before I could 
rise, drew hi* own lmtcher knife and raised 
it above his head with the intention of plung­ 
ing it into my breast. 
“ 1 tell you what, boys, I often see that 
Indian now in my dreams (particularly after 
eating a hearty supper of bear’s meat and 
honey) grappling me by the throat with his 
left hand, and the glittering butcher knife 
lifted up above me, in bis right, and hi* two 
fierce black eyes gleaming like a panther’s 
in the dark. 
Fnder such circumstances, it is 
astonishing how fast a man will think. 
He 
thinks faster than the words can fly over 
those ‘new tangled’ telegraph lines. I looked 
up to the blue sky, and hid it a long fare­ 
well, and to the green tree-s. the sparkling 
waters and the bright sun. Then I thought of 
mv mother, as I remembered her when I was 
a little hoy, the ‘old home,’ the apple orchard, 
tin* brook where I used to fish for minnows, 
and the ‘commons,’ where I used to rid** 
every stray donkey and ponv 1 could catch; 
and then 1 thought of Alice Ann, a hlue- 
eyed partridge-built young woman I had a 
‘leaning to,’ who lived down in the Zumwalt 
settlement. 
All 
these, 
and 
many 
more 
thoughts besides, flashed through my mind 
in the little time that knife was gleaming 
above my breast. 
“ All at once the Indian gave a keen yell 
and down came the knife with such force that 
it was buried to tin* hilt in the hard earth 
close to my aide. ’Hie last time 1 hail thrown 
the 
Indian 
a 
deep 
gash 
had 
been 
cut 
in 
his 
forehead 
by 
the 
sharp pointed 
rock, and the blood running down into his 
eyes from the wound blinded him, so that he 
missed his aim. 
1 fully expected him to re 
peat his blow, hut lie lav still and made no 
attempt to draw the knife from the ground. 
1 looked ‘it his eves and they were closed 
hard and fa*t, hut there was a devilish sort 
of a grin still about bis mouth, as if lie had 
died under the belief that he had s*-nt me 
before him ‘into the happy hunting grounds,’ 
“ 1 throw him off of me and lie rolled to the 
bottom of the canyon ‘stone dead.’ My knife 
had gone directly to his heart. 
1 looked at 
him some time, lying there so still, and stif 
fening fast in the <;ooi morning air, and 1 said 
to myself, ‘ Well, old fellow, you made n good 
fight of it. anyhow, and if juek h a d n ’t been 
against you, you would have ‘taken my sign 
in,’ too, to a certainty, and Alice Ann would 
have lost the best string she’s got to her how.’ 
“ ‘And now,’ said I to myself, ‘old fellow, 
I am going to do for von what I never did 
n>r an Indian before. 1 am going to give you 
n decent ( ’hristian burial.’ So ! broke his gun 
into a dozen pieces and laid them beside him, 
according to the Indian custom, so it would 
he handy for him when he got to the ‘happy 
hunting grounds’ (though if they haven’t 
first rate smith* then», 1 d o n ’t think it will 
la* fit for us«* soon), and then T pulled up 
some 
pieces 
of 
rock 
from 
the 
sides 
of 
the 
canyon 
and 
piled 
them 
around 


and over him until he was completely cov­ 
ered and safe from the attacks of eoyoten and 
other animals, and there, I have no doubt, his 
hones are to this «lav. 
“ I have been in many tight /p la c e s ,” said 
“ Big Foot,” “ but when I was in charge of 
the mail coach, running from San Antonio to 
El Paso, I got into one I thought I should 
never squeeze out of with a whole hide, but 
1 did. 
“ In all the rows and seraywis I ’ve been in 
since I came to Texas, f have never lieeti seri­ 
ously wounded «*ith«*r with an arrow or a rifle 
ball, which, conaidering I am a good-sized 
mark to shoot at, is something strange. 
I 
have known a great many men who, as Gen­ 
eral Sk*ott sni«l of General Johnston, had an 
‘unfortunate knack’ of getting wounded in 
every fight they went into, but I have not 
been one of that sort. 
They sav those who 
are horn to he hung w on’t be short or 
drowned, and perhaps that may account 
for it. 
“ But 1 am flying off from my story before 
I have fairly commenced it. 
We had been 
traveling hard ever since 12 o'clock at night, 
in order to make the watering place at Devil's 
river, where I intended to ‘noon it' and graze 
our animals for two or three hours. 
After 
daylight I noticed several ‘Indian smokes' 
rising up and disappearing but apparently 
they were a long wavs off, and once we passed 
a considerable * tra il’ where at leaHt fifteen 
or twenty horses had crossed the road. 
Al- 
together, I d id n ’t like the sign, and 1 told the 
hoys to kep a bright look out, as I f«»lt sure 
tin* Indians were hatching some devilment 
for our benefit. 
However, we reached the 
‘water hole’ in safety about noon, wittered 
all our animals, and hobbled them out to 
graze. 
1 had eight men with roe, most of 
them old frontiersmen, who had seen much 
service, and were as good fighters (with one 
exception) as ever drew head upon an In­ 
dian, for I had seen them tried on several o«* 
casion*s before. 
“ W a r tin* watering place there was about 
a quarter of an acre of very thick chaparral« 
and after w«* lia«l taken a bite to eat, 1 toll! 
the boys to drag the coach up to the eilge 
it, and that thev could then spread down 
their blankets and take a ‘snooze,’ for they 
had been up all night before and were prettv 
well ‘heat out.’ 
1 was considerably ‘fagged’ 
myself, hut somehow, although I h a d seen 
nothing in particular to excite ray suspicions 
since we stopped sit ihe watering place, I felt 
uneasy and determined to keep \vat<*h while 
tli«* balance slept. 
“ If there had been nothing else the appear­ 
ance of th** eonntrv around our encampment 
was enough to make on«* uneasy, for it had 
a real ‘ inginy’ look 
broken rocky hills, (*ov 
ered lu*r<* and th«*n* with d u m p s of thorny 
shrubs and stunt»*d <*edars, ami little narrow 
valleys or ennvons between them, in which 
there was nothing hut a few patches <»f with 
orod grass, from which our poor animals were 
picking a scanty repast. 
On all sides these 
rugged, rocky hills shut in the little canyon 
where we were em'ainped, so that we could 
s«*«‘ but a -short distance in any direction. 
1 
picked up my rifle and walked off to a little 
knoll about fifty or sixty yards to the right 
of our encampment, from which the best view 
could be had <>f th«* approach of an enemy, 
where i seated myself resolved that I would 
watch everything closely that looked at all 
suspicious. 
“ I d o n ’t know how it is with others, but 
with me there are time* when I feel.low- 
spirited and depressed without being anl«» to 
account for it, and so it was on this occasion. 
Th<* breeze rirstled with a melancholy sound 
through the dead grass and stunted hushes 
around me, ami tin* howling of a solitary 
coyote among tlu* hills appeared to me unus­ 
ually mournful. Nothing else could he heard 
«»x<*opt the snoring of Ben Wade in camp, 
who was «me of the most provident men. 
where eating and sleeping were concerned, 1 
«■v<*r met with. 
Ben’s motto was ‘never re­ 
fuse to eat or slop when you are on the plains, 
if you should have a chance forty time* a 
«lay. for you c a n ’t tell how soon the time may 
come when you will have to go forty days 
without any chance at all.’ 
‘ In that w av,’ 
says Ben, ‘you can ke«*p up and stand the 
racket a good while,* Ben w asn’t like a good 
many people I have known whose preaching 
ami pra«*ti«*e «lidn’t agree; lie was always on 
hand when there was anything to eat, and 
the minute he was off guard, you might hear 
him snoring like a wild mule. 
“ One night when Ben and I were on a spy­ 
ing expedition in on«-» of the Waco villages, 
the dogs discovered us, and soon roused the 
whole tribe with their harking. 
In a little 
while the warrior» began to pour out of the 
lodges, with their hows and arrows in their 
hand*, and we concluded we could find a 
healthier locality a lew miles off, and made 
tra< ks for the bottom timber, about two miles 
from the village. But just as we were passing 
lie* last lodge. Bon discovered a side of buf­ 
falo ribs roasting before a fire in front of it. 
“ ‘Tap,* ’says he, ‘l«*t’s stop and take a 
bite; th ere’s m> telling when we may get a n ­ 
other chance,' and at. that verv minute we 
could bear the red devil« yelling behind us 
like a pack of hungry wolves. 
“ ‘Well,’ said I, ‘Ben, if you are willing to 
sell your scalp for a “ mess of pottage,” you 
can stop, but 1 set a higher price on mine, aud 
c a n ’t tarry just now,’ 
“ ‘ But,’ said lie, ‘Cap, i t ’s a rule L’ve al 
w ays stuck to, never to let slip a chance of 
taking a hit«» when I ’m ‘on the war p a th ,’ 
and 1 don’t like to break through it this late 
in the d ay .’ 
“ Seeing 1 made no signs of stopping, for 
some of the Indians were then within a nuu- 
dred yards of us, screeching like ho many 
catamounts, he said: 
“ ‘If you w on’t wait, I must take the ribs 
along with me,’ and 1 wish I may he cut up 
into bait for mud-cats if he d id n ’t grab them 
u > and sling them over his shoulder, though

“ After we ha«l got, them all well fasten«»«!, 
Ben !ai«l down again to finish his mu*, but had 
scarcely coiled himself in hi* hlank«*t wh«*n 
he sprung up as suddenly a> it a ■stinging 
lizard had popped him. 
“ Oraekey,’ says he, *Oap, they are coming! 
I henr their horses’ f«»et,’ 
“ I listened attentively, an«l sure enough, I 
could hear th«» sound of horses feet clatter­ 
ing on the rocky ground, and the next min­ 
ute w»» saw twenty-three Comanche warriors 
coming 
fast as their horses could bring 
them right for our camp. 
“ In an instant we lm«l row ed up the boys 
and were ready for them. 
They evidently 
expected to take us by surprise, t<»r t!n*v 
never checked their horses until they had 
charge«! up within a few l«*et «it the chapar- 
ral in which we were posted, ami b«*gan t«> 
pour in their ‘dogwood switches’ as thick as 
hail. 
But we returned the compliment so 
effectually with our rifles and six-shooters 
that thev soon fell back, taking off with them 
four of tlioir warriors that had been ‘emptied’ 
from their saddles. They wounded one of our 
men named Fry, but not hadlv, and killed a 
pack mule. 
# 
“ The Indians went off out of sight behind 
a hill, and most of the hoys suypos«*«! they 
had l«»ft for good, but I t«>hl them they wer«* 
mistaken, an«l that we should have a lively 
time of it yet; that the Indians had onlV gone 
off to dismount and would come hack again 
soon and give us another turn. 
And so it 
turne«! out, for we ha«l s«*ar<*«*ly got our guns 
and pistols loaded again when they rose up 
all around the little thicket in which we were, 
yelling and s<»ree«'hing 
as if they thought 
we were a s«»t of ‘green-horns’ that would be 
frightened by a nofao. 
“ But T saw plainly that they were in earn­ 
est this time, and told Ben Wade to take three 
of the boys and ,k«*ep them off from the far 
side of the thicket, while I kept them at bay 
with the rest from the <i«U* next the coach. 
AVe both had out hands full, 1 ean toll you. I 
rather think we must have kille«! some noted 
warrior in the first charge they made upon 
u h , nn«l that they were bent on having re­ 
venge, for I never saw the red rascals come 
up to the ‘scratch’ so boldly before. Three or 
four time* they charged us with great spirit, 
and once they got right among us, so that it 
was a hand-to-hand fight: hut the hoys never 
flinched and poured the six-shooter bullets 
into them so fust that they couldn't stand it 
long, and retreated once more out of sight 
behind the hills. 
“ During tlu* time the Indians were <*harg- 
ing on us h o fiercely, i saw one of my men 
skulking behind a bunch of prickly-pear. 
I 
w on’t mention his name, for the poor fellow 
couldn't help being afraid any more than 
he could help feeling cold when a hard 
‘norther’ was blowing. 
“ ‘Cap,’ said he, ‘1 would if I could, but I 
can’t stand it.’ 
“ I saw by the way his linw «)uivercd and 
his hand* shook that he told the truth, so I 
waid, for 1 really felt sorry for him: 
“ ‘Well, stay there, then, if you must, and 
I ’ll hhv nothing about it.’ 
“ But some of the other bovs noticed him, 
too, and I actually believe if 1 had not in­ 
terfered, they would have shot him 
after 
the fight was over, and I might just ns well 
have lot them, for the poor fellow had no 
peace of his life after that. 
“ I have seen two or three men in the course 
of mv life who were ‘scary-like,’ an«I they 
couldn’t help it, any more than they could 
help having bandy legs or a snub nose. They

after all, they arc generally more unlucky 
than those who are braver and expose them 
selves. With the exception of Fry, tliiw man 
was the only one in the crowd that was 
wounded. 
Aii arrow went through his arm 
and pinned him hard and last to tin* pricklv 
pear behind which lie was skulking. 
“ After the Indians had ret treated the sec 
ond time, the hoys concluded, of course, that 
they had given up all idea of attacking us 
again, but F told them I didn’t think so; that 
I thought they would wait for u^ to make 
a start, when they intended pouncing upon us 
at some place where we could get no shelter. 
‘But, said I, 4 hoys, we can soon satisfy 
ourselves about this,’ and I ordered every 
man to take his gun and In* flat down under 
the coach, and keep perfectly quiet. 
The 
hoys had begun to get a little tired of this 
position (except Ben, who was fast asleep), 
when suddenly we saw an Indian cautiously 
poke his head out of the chaparral, about 
seventy yards from where we were lying. He 
looked for a long time toward us, and seeing 
no one moving he ventured out, and stood 
straight up to have a better view. 
“ ‘Don’t fire at him, hoys,’ I said; ‘there 
will be some more of them directly, and we 
may get two or three.’ 
“ in a little while, another Indian stepped 
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out by the sid e of the first, and th e n an 
othct'Hud another, until five o f them were 
standing side by side, all lo o k in g intently* 
toward th e coach and wondering, I suppose, 
what had become o f u h . 
“ ‘ Now, score ’em, hoys,’ sa vs I, and we let 
them have it. 
“ Four fell dead at the crnek of our guns, 
and the fittli scrambled back into the chap­ 
arral as fast as if he had bad a heavy bet on 
doing it inside of a second. 
‘I told the boys to load up again as quick 
as possible, for that many more of them 
would be sure to come out to take off the (lead 
“ lies; but I made a miscalculation tide time 
to л certainty. Not a tiling could be seen or 
beard for fifteen or twenty minutes, when all 
at once we saw an arm raise up out of the 
bushes on tin* edge of the chaparral, and 
make a sort of motion, and the next instant 
one of the dead Indians was ‘snaked' into the 
thicket; and I wish I may In* kicked to death 
by grasshoppers if they, didn’t rope everv one 
of them and drag 'em off in that wav, and we 
could never see ij thing except that Indian’s, 
arm motioning backward and forward as he 
threw tlie lasso. 
. “ ‘Boys,’ says I, ‘that gets me! T have been 
in a good many “ scrimmages” with the Tn 
diana, but I never saw them “ snake off” 
their dead in that way In«fore. 
However,' I 
continued, ‘it -Imws they’ve had enough of 
the right, and I think now* w*o may venture 
to make a start, without am fear of being 
attacked by them again.’ ”

The Fort W orth «lobbers and Manufactur­ 
ers' league has been granted merchants’ rates 
to Fort Worth tor ten dav s, from Sept. 14 to 
23 and in addition to the reduced fare which 
can be obtained at this time from all points in 
Texas to Fort Worth a greater part of tin* 
membership of the league lia^ combined to 
pay the fare of visiting buyers on a liberal 
mileage basis. 
It will he necessary for merchants to buy a 
one way ticket to Fort Worth and get a ccr 
tifieate from their agent, however, a return 
ticket can through the league be secured for 
one third fare rate and if purchases are made 
in accordance with the liberal offer of the 
league this will la* refunded. 
Fort Worth jobbers are carrying greatly 
increased stocks over former years and report 
tin* largest August business in tile history of 
the market. 
In fact there i< not a one of the 
280 jobbers and manufacturers of this city 
who do not feel completely satisfied with the 
trend of business, that the future holds good 
things in store for them and that ’Texas mer 
chants will have a very prosperous fall busi­ 
ness. 
While conditions are spotted throughout 
I exas and the dream of a bah* of cotton to the 
acre is but a memory in many places with tin* 
feed bins full and an average crop of cotton 
it is generally stated that T exas will round 
out a better year than bed. 
That Texas markets arc growing in impor 
lance every year is more than evident tins 
season as jobbers and manufacturers everv

('teased sales over previous years and that a 
greater number of merchants who formerly 
bought almost entirelv in tin* North and Ra-t 
are buying their goods at home. 
The size of tin* stacks carried in the local 
markets is such at the present time that sup 
plies can be obtained quickly, and at a con­ 
siderable saving in the freight rates over the 
outside markets nfid general merchants are 
liberally patronizing the jobber who carried 
goods suited to the needs of the trade. 
\\ Inlo there has been considerable 
early 
buying of staple and seasonable lines it is e\ 
pected that business during Septem ber will 
keep up the steady increase of former months* 
as the uncertainty of the cotton crop has up 
to now kept, many buyers at home.

What the Experiment Station Is For. 
It is the mission of an experiment station 
to discover new facts Hint principles relating 
to agriculture, 
The common belief that an 
experiment station is a place to demonstrate 
facts alread> known h a s been a great detri 
ment to experiment station work in Texas, 
New facts and principles ma> lie discovered 
bv laboratory work, by the conduct of field 
plats, or b\ accurate comparison of results 


s c c i i k m ! bv different farmers. 
The division o f agronomy. which comprises 
the work o f s o i l s and field crops, is one of the 
-i \ divisions of the Texas Agricultural fix 
periineiit Station. 
This division secures re 
- u 11- from field test plat.s conducted along 
with laboratory work necessary 
for 
the 
proper interpretation. 
These field experiments are conducted 011 
I lie experiment farm station located at Col­ 
lege Station and at different substations rep 
resenting different agricultural 
regions 
in 
Texas. 
In tbis wav results in one season will 
h a v e been secured under different soil and 
climatic conditions. 
All the state experiment station farms an* 
plotted on an 8x20 rod acre basis so that this 
unit acre may be a part of a definite crop ro 
tation for comparison with other rotation 
systems and other plats grown continuoiisK 
to a single crop. 
In this manner by compari 
son of different rotation systems and with 
additional laboratory work is found the best 
crop rotation for a given agricultural region. 
W hen to apply a green manure crop for the 
most profit is found in a similar manner. 
Such crop rotations afford uniform soil con 
dit.ions from year to year for detailed ex­ 
perimental work within a unit acre. 
Each 
test i> repeated from two to four times for 
accuracy of results. 
The cotton work is under the direction of 
a cotton specialist who devotes his whole 
time to his crop. 
More than UK) cottons are 
grown in a single season. 
These are studied 
carefully for not only their economic value but 
for their possible value as breeding stock. 
A certain Japanese cotton 
recently 
intro 
duced has shown to be very much earlier 
than any of our native varieties. 
It is being 
used as a foundation stock for breeding early 
maturing cottons. 
Many interesting and valuable lessons muv 
be learned by a visit to the Experiment Sta 
t ion. 
Tillage plants have an abundance of soil 
moisture after a long period of drouth and 
show' the value of the practice of “ dry' fan n­ 
in g.” even in the humid sections. 


HOG HH0LERA b u l l e t i n . 
Dr. Mark Francis and Dr. K. 1*. Marstellar 
of the School of Veterinary Medicine at the 
college and also in charge of investigating 
work for the Experiment Station, have com 
pleted a bulletin on Hog Cholera.

VALUE OF SOUDAN GRASS. 
Hie department of agronomy at the state 
Experiment Station, Agricultural and 
Me 
chanical college recently' completed a thor 
ough experiment on the growth of Soudan 
grass. 
This experiment showed very conclu­ 
sively that the drouth resisting powers of this 
grass are far in excess of the resisting pow 
ers of other grasses and forage crops now 
grown extensively in the state. 
A bulletin 
covering tins work lias been prepared by A. 
B. < onner, agronomist to tin* Experiment Sta 
tion. 


Plans of A. & M. Directors. 
The board of directors of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical college have in 
view 
the 
broadening out of the work of the sc hool of 
agriculture. 
To that end big appropriations 
were asked of the last legislature for this de­ 
partment,

thought the nati ral advantage of soil value 
of lands offered a mm h finer field than his 
home stat'*. on account of the soil being bet 
ter. the climate good, and the land so much 
cheaper. 
Me n8-y«*d hundreds of acres of corn that 
was dried up and vellow from the hot winds 
and the drouth. 
Ib* remarked to rnt that it 
was too had that tin* owners of this com did 
not realize the importance and value of it. 
do them it looked like a dead loss. 
To him 
who had for the past ten years been feeding 
ennlage, he said that thm same corn as long 
as it had the juice in the ytalk 
and 
roots 
could be cut up and put in the silo with a little 
water and made as good ensilage as the vorv 
hest corn: 
In other words, h** said that this 
corn as a food proposition to turn cattle into 
marketable beef was worth about $1.00 per 
acre, 
To cut it and put it into ensilage it 
would give them a food value of at loa«t $ 17.00 
per acre, basing corn at a price of 40 cents a 
bushel. 
Deeming this of importance, T take this 
method of o«'illine: the attention of the farm­ 
ers of Texas to it. 
i also learned another thing, that the cot 
ton stalks of t h i s country, that are now appar 
eii11 v useless, taken after the cotton is picked, 
and the immature bolls *dill on th«* stalks, if 
this was cut up and put into ensilage, make** 
probably one of th«* richest feeds tlmre is in 
the fodder family. 
In addition to this the f«*r 
mentation through w hi eh it g«»es kills all the 
boll weevil ogg> that may h«* adhering to the 
stalks and leaves. 
I lie cactus of our coast country is known as 
a fair foot! and very plentiful on its native 
hea th /so valuable 
t hat 
tin* 
farmers 
and 
stockmen often burn the pricks off so tin* «*at 
tie can cat them, 
I am reliably informed from 
a man who has tried it. that W hen t ho-«- are 
put into a silo these pricks become jelly' and 
soft when mixed with «Irier food in the silo, 
such as hay, Johnson grass, et<*., mak«»s a v«*rv 
fine food arid cattle like it ver\ much. 
Eor the past year I have been making a 
«•lose study of ensilage, and have read every 
tiling I could find of an official character, and 
have concluded that there is one thing boyond 
dispute; that «a silo on a m an’s farm is the best 
money maker be can get. and is as necessary 
a means of economy' as the sowing machine is 
in bis house. 
All the experiment stations ar«* 
getting a good experimental knowledge of it, 
in order to furnish information to the farmer 
and stockmen of an official character and arc 
making actual tests for their benefit. 
In selecting a silo, th«* principal thing fur 
th«* farmer to l«>ol< to is, first, oof«?!* seeon«!. 
durability, and the silo must h«* airtight, an«l 
th<* ensilage properly packe«! t<> g«*t results. \ 
silo that is cracked or shrunken, or liable to 
blow down, ot *ourse, is a waste arid expense. 
The farmer may not only lose the silo as a bad 
investment, but also muv lose the food that lie 
put into it.

The disastrous termination of Maximilian’s 
expedition in Mexico may be regarded as- the 
beginning of Eugenie’s trouble. 
The em 
peror had promised Maximilian aid, but when 
tli«» time came he faltered. Whenever her bus 
hand went t»> war he made his wife r«*g«*nt. 
Three times slu* served in this capacity. The 
last time, «luring tin* war with tin* Germans, 
tin* cons<»rvative party accuse«! their ein 
press and reg«»nt of goading h«*r husband on 
to tin* war.* 
Eugenie kept a brave front until stories be 
gan to drift in of the rank inefficiency of the 
French army and of tin* all too certain result 
that was to come. 
!h»r courage faltered as 
day hy «lay the Germans mad«* sure the i"Mi«* 
of that brief campaign. Then came tin* com 
mini«», and with it tin* news of Napoleon’s 
capture. 
Пн* desertion of h«*r servants, the 
cries «>f the mob. and the recollection of fin* 
fate of Marie Antoinette atid Louis XVI. had 
suffered robbed the «|iie«*n of the last vestige 
of hc*r courage and she fled. With one loyal 
companion she hurried from tin* palace and 
appealed to Dr. Evans, an English physician, 
to help them escajie. She had litth* trouble 
in getting to England and finding an attract 
ive home at ( ’his«»!hurst. After some time her 
husband joined her there and lived the rest 
of his days in England. Her next grief was

PETRIFIED BRIDGE IN ARIZONA MADE 
FROM A TREE WHICH GREW A 
MILLION YEARS AGO. 
One of the smallest Hut most interesting 
of natural bridges, the one witlial now badly 
in need of repair, is the famous petrified Jog 
bridge of the Petrified Forest of Arizona. We 
have all walk«*«! across log bridges, especially 
in the old days a gencratjpn or two ago, but 
none of us has ever crossed so ancient or 
curious a log bridge as this. 
For this log 
grew as a tree something over 1,000,000 years 
ago. 
Then it and its companion tr«*e of the for 
est w'ere submerged many hundreds of f«*«*t 
deep in volcanic ash ami dirt and here they 
all beeame petrified through tin* exclusion of 
the air and tin* filling of the wood pores with 
leached chemicals. 
As th«* a g e s crept along, tlmse tuyere of 
ash arnl lava, now turned to rock arnl earth, 
were washed ami blown away until many of 
the logs became exposed. 
Then one day a 
rainstorm cut a tiny rill beneath this log ami 
following rairi" and cloudbursts enlarged it 
until there was a deep little canyon, tin* long 
stone-like log spanning it easily". 
After the petrified forest was discovered 
and people began to walk across tin* log it 
was feared that this reminder of an ancient 
world, long predating the appearance of man, 
might b<* unable to withstand tin* increasing 
strain on the long span, and so tin* Santa 
Fe railroad built stone and concr«*te piers or 
supporters to uphold it 
But tin 
But the supports have been less "table than 
the time-old log and have sunken away from 
it so that it is again back in its primeval con 
dition 
a natural log bridge. 
Yet th«» cap­ 
ping of the pi»*r^ should be reinforced, for the 
breaking of this curious bridge would be a 
calamity. 
The foreign geograph«urs who last year 
made a tour of the Ervted States as one of 
their regular international geographical ex- 
eursums visited the petrified forest and in­ 
spected this bridge as one of the many won­ 
ders of America.
